Meanwhile  agitators  ev^crN-Avhere  were 
preaching  incendiary  doctrines,  and  neither  the 
clergy  nor  the  peers  seemed  to  realize  that  this 
was  not  the  time  to  insist,  tipon  the  recognition 
of  their  clainxs.  'The  nobles  were  not  wholly 
unreasonable.  Mons.  Malouet  wrote  that  the 
<liffercnces  between  them  and  the  common  peo- 
l)lc  wcrd  iiot  very  embarrassing,  but  that,  the 
elcrg}-  Avere  "pig-hea<led  Und  insisted  -  upon 
points  of  discipline -that  were  of  no  import- 
ance." Thus  there  was  iir-Frsmc-e  a  revolt 
against-the  Churchvand  when  the  passions  of 
the  people  became  fully  inflamed,  there  was 
nothing  to  restrain  4hem. — .The  eVents  in 
I-  ranee,  were  not  .Svithout  some  influence  upon

The  pamphlet  from  which  extracts  were 
-(fHoicd  last  Sunday  under  the  above  caption,  is 
very  clear  upon  the  point  that  thq  strife  be- 
tween England  and  France  over  the '  posses- 
sion of  Acadie  was  inspired  on  both  .sides  l)y 
a  desire  to  control  the  fisheries  off  the  coast 
oi  Newfoundland  and  Nova  Scotia,  ft  was 
shbwn  in  the  prevtohs  article  that  the  Colony 
of  Massachusetts  contrihuted  a  great  deal  to-

f  ranee  as  an  alti^rnative  to  permitting  the  con-

lowed,  Great  Britain  wAs  a  unit,  and  CVCtt  the 
attempt  to  crca^fe  disor4ep-in  Ireland  met  "with 
very  little, success.  The  Nineteenth  Century 
opened  witlr-tht~fe%tticd  Kingdom  un  fait  ac- 
compli and  a  general  feeling  of-^on-fidence.  in 
the  government  among  aUranilcs  of  the  people. 

Popular  governmcnt:was  by  this  time  es- 
tablished in  the  Kingdom  upon  a  supc  founda- 
tion. (>eorgc  IJI.,  whose  efforts  to  "be  a- 
king'  had  cast  the  country  so  dearly,, had  fec- 
eomc  Avcakened  intellectually  to  such  an  ex-' 
lent,  and  the  affairs,  of  the  nation  had  been' 
inanagcd  so.  well  by  Parliament,  that  only  a 
fanatic  could  profess  to,  believe  that  the  kingly 
office  possessed  any  inherent  rights  ,or  was 
essential  to  the  public  welfare.  While  a  very 
large  number  of  the  people  had  not  yet  received 
ilie  r;ight  to  vote,  and  while  the  control  of  af- 
fairs was  really  vested  in  the  hands, pf  a  few 
families,  the  principle  of  popular  representation 
Ayas  recognized  and  our  institutions  were  es- 
tablished upon  a  settled  and  well  understood 
Itasis.

6f  all  the  kings  of:  England  none  was  uwirc 
sincere  or  more  frequently  mistaken  than 
George  |.([.  lie  was  undoubtedly  a  man  of 
high  ehar-ac4€,r._-His  -courage,  ift!.aA:.gr£aJ.,,„  J  Its 
objects  were  good,  bttt  he"  Avas  not  alwava 
Avi.Kc  in  his  efforts  to  attain  them.  He  thought 
that  in  his  dealings  with  the  Thirteen  Colonies

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PLANTING  LILY  BULBS 


Success  or  failure  with  liliums  depends 
largely  on  the  planting  of  the  bulbs  and  the 
position  in  which  they^re  growing. ,  The  deptVi 
Jo  plant  is  important.  Some  bulbs  rdot  from 
the  base  of  the  stem  above  the"  bulbs,  while 
others  only  produce  roots  below  the  bulbs. 
It  is  thus  obvious  that  the  stem-rooting  kinds 
require  to  be  planted  deeper  than  the  others. 
The  size  of  the  bulbs  has  ajsO  to  be  considered. 
There  are  between  seventy  andeighty  kinds  of 
lilis,  but  among  the /lumber  not  morp  tiuin 
twenty-five  are  generally  gro.wn^_Eyen  those 
,  who  make  a  specialty  of  these  plants  finds  a 
difficulty  in  growing  a  number  of  them.  On 
the  other -hanTtrsome  oT  them  are  easy  to  grow, 
that  is,  give  nordinary  treatment.  These  io- 
clude  L.  bulbiferum,  L.  croceum  (the  Orange 
lily).  L.  dauricum  and  L.  tigrinum  (the^Tiger 
lily).  All  the  foregoing  make  stem-roots ;  tTie* 
tops  of  the  bulbs  sliould  therefore  be^  about  6 
inches  below  the  surface  of  the- ground  when 
planted.  For  the  following  kinds  a  depth  of  3 
inches  will  be  sufficient:  L.  candidum  (the 
Madonna  lily),  L.  chalcedonicum,  L.  iVrartagon 
(the  Turks-cap  lily)  and  L.  testaceum  (the 
Nankeen  lily).  All  the  above  will  thrive  in  or- 
dinary garden  soil.  '  If  .it  is..natur.ally  hcA\9Lan4- 


mcmbcr  of  the  Vine  family  is  its  self-support- 
ing nature,  ior,  once  planted,  the  sucker-like 
discs  at  the  points  of  the  tendrils  will  attach 
themselves  firmly  to  any  roughened  surface.

Btisli  Hill  Park,  Enfield,  from  seed 
obtained  from  a  plant  of  .KnipclopsLs  \'eitchi.

Lilies  are  charming-4«^  fflasses::itt:Beds  oir  m 
clumps  in  shrubbery  borders.  Whether  they 
are  grown  in  the  open  borders  or  in  pots,  a 
peaty  soil  shoiikl  be  given.  It  is  advisable  to 
place  a  smiall  quantity  of  sand  around  each 
bulb,  and  avoid  over-watering.  Except  in  na- 
turally dry  soils,' Lilium  auratum  and  some 
of  the  others  should  not  be  planted  before  _ 
spring.  The  bulbs  may,  howevetj^  be  .started 
in  pots  o^  boxes  if  required  to  be  in  flovyer  as 
early  as  possible,  and  the  pots"  containing^them 
])lunged  below  the  surface  of  the  soiFin  the 
border.  Tlie  heads  and  also,  the  individual 
blooms  will  not  be  quite  as  largt,  perhaps,  as 
vv^uld  be  the~case  if  the  bulbs  were  planted  in 
the_ppen  border.

About  the  most  unfavorable  condition  under 
which  sheep  can^be  kept  is  to  constantly  sub- 
ject them  to  feeding  in  low  man^hy  pastures., 
ii72jS.7ewe:  in  very  poor  cdntfiTioh  is  very  apt 
not  to  own  her  lamb,  so  that  it  is  an  item  to 
keep  the  ewes  in  a  good  condition  at  this  time. 

It  is  the  manner  in  which  wool  is  cleaned, 
not  its  condition,  that  gives  to  it  the  proper 
class  where  it  belongs  among  the  three  condi- 
tions of -wool. 

Breed  for  size,  weight  of  fleece,  evenness  of 
di.stribution  over  the  body,  for  length  of  staple 
and  firmness;  for.vigQr,Jiealthfulhess  and  con- 
stitutions. 

He  who  teases  the  ram  lamb  is  sowing  the 
seed  for  future  trouble.  Rams  will  generally 
remain  gentle  and  ea.s.ily  handled  when  they 
ai:e  not  tormented  into  rage. 

Sheep  and  swine,  kept  constantly  on  wood- 
en floors,  often  have  hoofs  grown  badly  out  of 
shape ;  such  hoofs  should  be  frequently  pared 
and  shortened  to  bring  them  in  shape.

This  plant  i<  well  named  the  .Xaiikcen  Lily, 
as  the  color  of  the  flouers  is  of  a  clear  nan- 
keen tint  not  seen  in  any  other.  It  grOws 
well  wherever  the  common  L.  candidum  is  a 
success,  and  wheo  wcLl  established  attain*  a 


feed,  and  you  will  have  a  calf  that  will  "knock 
the  socks  off"  any'grass  fed  calf  you  ever  saw. 
The  calf  pasture  is  one  of  the  wotst  things 
a  farmer  ever  had  for  his  calf.  Nine  times  out 
of  .ten  young  grass  will  give  them  the  scours. 
When  this  happens  fviur  calf  is  practically 
ruined.  Whatever  you  do,  don't  feed  so  as  to 
give  the  scours.  I  have  seen  people  so  anxious 
to  get  the  calf  to  drink  sour  milk  that  they 
changed,  too  suddenly  from  sweet  to  sour.  All 
changes  should  be  made  very  gradually. 

I  would  like  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  it 
is  not.hest  to  turn  the  calf  on  grass.  Keep  it 
in  a  good  healthy,  roomy  place  all  summer 
rather  than  turn  it  on  young  grass.  Don't 
turn  it  out,  any  wri\,  until  July,  and  then' it 
will  be  better  to  turn  out  only  at  nights  to 
avoid  sunshine  and  flics.  Hot  sunshine  and 
flies  do  a  whole  lot  of  harm  to  young  calvc.s 
Their  skins-arc  thin  and.it  hurts  and  annoy.v 
them  so  they  won't  grow.  But  if  kept  shut 
-tip,- their  quarters  should  he  rooms,  healthy 
-and"  not  too  light,  so  fhrs  will  not  h.^ihcr  ,-0 
mnch.

/placers,  the  less  he;js^certain  of.     He  will  tell 
you  where  rich  gravels  have  been  found,  but 
he  will  not  profess-to  te!!  \"U  where  they  may 
not  be  found.     No  one  believes  for  a  minute 
that  the  gravels  of  the  tributaries  of  the  upper 
Eraser  have  been  exhausted,  and  it  would  not 
surprise  any  one  to  be  told  that  a  rich  strike 
has   been    made,,-somcwhere.     That^there   are 
vast  deposits  of  gold-bearing  graveL  running 
not  higli  in  value  but  sufficiently  so  to  warrant 
hydraulic  operations,  every  one  knows.      But 
the  hunt  for  golden  sands  is  ever  an  uncertain 
occupation,   and    what    most   people   pin    their 
faith  upon,  when  they  predict  a  great  mining 
future  for  this  part  of  the  province,  is  the  ore- 
bearing  rocks  that  arc  widely  distributed  and 
show  values,  which,  once  the  problem  of  trans- 
portation is  solved,  will  make  them  exceeding- 
ly profitable  for  development.     To  tell  where 
such   deposits   are    to   be    found    woitld   be    to 
give  a., catalogue  of  tli^  several  localities.     Al- 
most everywhere  within  the  Great  Bend  of  the 
Fraser     rich     mineralization     occurs.      i\iany 
claims  have  \)C.cn  located,  but  only  assessment  " 
work   is  being  done,   for   the   reason   that   the 
transportation  question  is  as  yet  unsolved.

SAILING  ON  COUNTRY  ROAD$ 

The  feasibiUty  of  sailing  easily  over  the 
frozen  surfaces  of  rivers' and  lakes  has  long 
been  rc'cognized  and  utilized,  and  itwould  now 
appear  as  if  the  wind  can  render  liclpfnl  service 
to  some  extent  in  roads.  A-  German  inventor, 
according  to  the  American  con.sul  at  Chemnitz, 
has  perfected  a  simple  sail  vehicle,  which 
makes  fair  progress  over  good  roads  and  ac.ros.■^ 
sandy  stretches,  such  as  a  sea  beacji.  ^ 

The  machine  comprises  a  light  ftan^eWQ-nk 
supporting  a  saddle  .and  a  mast  for  the  sail, 
and,  resting  upon  four  wheels,  one  wheer  on 
either  side  and  one  before  and  one  behind.  The 
chief  jjCculiarity  in  the  device  is  the  connection 
of  the  wheels  with  one  another.  The  rear 
wheel  and  the  right  side-wheel  are  connected 
rigidly  together,  and  the  same  is  the  casq  with 
the  frontvvheel  and  the  left  side-wheel.  The 
two  bars  are  joined  with  each  other  by  means 
of  an  axle  or  cro'S.s-bar,  the  attachment  l)eing  of 
a  hinged  type. 

A  person  sittihg  on  the- saddle-rests  his  feet 
on  this  transverse  axle,  and  by  suitable  pres- 
sure can  alter  at  once  the  relation  of  the  wheels 
to  the  main  axis  of  the  framework.  This  ar- 
rangement furthermore  leaves  his  hands  com- 
pletely free  ior. adjusting  the  position  of  the 
sail  or  using  a  brake.

On  Sunday,  October  20,  1875.  at  a  jut 
of  land  on  the  west  coast  known  as  Willow 
Point  they  disembarked  from  the  Colville.  Pos- 
sibly this  Sabbath  Day  was  the  most  depres- 
sive that  they  ever  spent  in  "their-livcs.  From 
the  "crowded"  thoroughfares  of  the  East  to  the 
trails  of  the  wilderness  was  rather  an  abrupt 

transition.  •   Indians .^talked   out  of  the  bush  , 

and  welcomed  them  with  mild  wonder.  The 
niglfPs  were  hideous  with  the  barking  o\  prairie 
wolves. 

That  was  thirty-five  years  ago.  \Villow 
Point  is  now  Gimiij  of  the  Icelander.s,  one  of 
the  prosperous  immigrant  settlements  .pf  the 
Dominion.
